Theis testified under oath as

loted to the grain interests for 
the protest n gainst the federal 
farm board and the agricultural 
marketing act. 
"Had the market normally been 
allowed 
to 
follow its course,'' 
Theis 
said, "wheat might 
have 
declined 20 cents or 30 cents a 
bushel, but we could have disposed 
of the surplus 
instead 
of ac- 
cumulating the enormous supply 
of 329 million bushels at one time. 
Had there been no farm board 
interference, wheat today would be 
selling at $1 a bushel." 
Theis charged that the farm 
board had coerced its cooperatives 
in their deals and had squander- 
ed a vast sum of the taxpayers 
money. 
He told of pegging 
operations 
which he said set wheat at $1.15 
a bushel in Kansas City and glut- 
ted the market. He accused the 
farm board by its statements urg- 
ing producers to hold wheat and

RESCUED FLIER TELLS OF 


FATAL CRASH AFTER MIND 


CLEARS FROM ITS STRAIN 


MEXICO CITY, July 25.—«P)- 
Slgn of civilization, In the form 
of four calves tethered to a tree 
lit the first flames of hope In the 
dazed mind of Clarence McEIroy 
Medarville, Ind., flier who was 
rescued, starving, from the jungle 
over a week ago. 
His mind clearing after It days 
of wandering and incorerency, Mc- 
Elroy had recovered sufficiently 
when he was brought here yester- 
day from an Oeronimo in a plane 
to tell the story of his fatal crush 
and the 18 days of pain, starvation 
and horror which followed. 
The crash occurred at 10 a. m. 
June 27, he said. He and his com- 
panion, 
Roy Gordon, American 


of Tegucigalpa, 
Honduras, were 
flying southward on the way to 
Honduras where they were to de- 
liver the plane. They ran into a 
furious storm. 
"There was no visibility and I 
tried to find a spot to land. Sud- 
denly the plane crashed into a 
mountainside. 
"I was knocked out and recov- 
ered consciousness in a rainstorm 
at ft p. m." he said. "I noted that 
tht plane was a complete wash- 
out 
My leg and head pained se- 
verely and I was too weak to 
crawl out of the wreck. 
i "I can't -remember much of those 
First three days. Everything was 
lazy. „ I could see that Gordon

"Three days later I had recov- 
ered some strength. 
I tried to 
cover Gordon's body 
and 
then 
started crawling up the mountain 
to get by bearings. It was almost 
impossible to make headway In 
tho jungle. 
"At night I could see the lights 


of San Geronimo, "but made very 
slow progress, probably not more 
than three miles from the ship in 
fourteen day's crawling. 
I was 
very weak and somewhat delirious. 
"July 13 was my 
lucky day. 
That evening I came upon a herd 
of cows beside a stream, but what 
gave me hope was the sight of 
four calves tied to trees. I knew 
somebody eventually would come 
to untie those calves, so I stopped 
right there. I was too weak even 
to try to milk a cow. 
"The next morning the Indian 
boy came. 
I motioned that I 


wanted some food. 
He milked a 
cow and gave me some milk and 
some cheese he had. By signs I 
told him of my predicament and 
he understood. He built a small 
lean-to to protect me and left for 
help. 
"That boy did a .marvelous job. 
He covered the twenty miles to 
San Geronimo four times in a sin- 
gle day getting help and getting 
me out. I am going to. reward 
tiir.i handsomely."

Von Papas) 
will auume the duties of Otto Braua, Premier of Prussia, and to see thai 
his dictate* are obeyed, President von Hindenburg has appointed Gen* 
eral von Rund»'«Jt of the German Army as commandant over the 
affected areas. The edict of martial law has brought on the gravest crisis 
Germany has had to face since the World War. It abrogates freedom of 
speech and other articles of the constitution and places power of life 
and death in the hands of a military tribunal. Behind the move, political 
observers see the hand of Adolf Hitler, who, it is known, had been 
insistent in his demands that the Reich take over the Prussian administra- 
tion In order to quell political riots, during which his "Brown Shirt" 
followers came off the losers. However, it is recalled that von Papon 
made his eventual appointment as dictator of Prussia a condition to his 
acceptance of tho Chancellorship last June, and it is thought that the

CHICAGO BOARD OF TRADE 


TO ATTACK GRAIN FUTURES 


ACT IN CLOSING APPEAL 


CHICAGO, July 25.—(IP)—T h e 
board of trade's appeal from the 
federal closing order will be built 
around a test of the constitution- 
ality of the grain futures act. 
This appeal, In preparation to- 
day by Peter Carey, president, and 
other officials .of the board, will be 
presented "some time within the 
next few days" before iho United 
States circuit court of appeals. 
Today's was the first trading 
session since the commission of 
three cabinet members ordered the 
board of trade closed for sixty 
days for violating the grain fu- 
tures act 
Wheat opened higher today but 
later slumped down below last 
week's close. This was attributed 
to selling pressure and some trad- 
ers hastened to lay the slump 
at the door of the closing order. 
Aide from 
this, there was no 
noticeable reaction to the federal 
ruling. 
Carey, 
n a message to the 
membership, asked traders "to ad- 


vise their custimers that there is 
no occasion for alarm over exist* 
ing contracts or new contracts 
that may be entered into." 
The board 
of 
trade officials 
have announced their nitentionto 
carry the appeal, if necessary, to 
the supreme court. If this results, 
a decision is not expected '•until 
after the movement of this year's 
crop, at the earliest.

SIGNED BY PRESIDENT LAST 


OF SPECIAL RELIEF BILLS 


WASHINGTON. Julv 
. 
While Congress in its session just 
ad.lorned 
saw enactment 
of a 
great many reconstruction meas- 
ures. It will have before it re- 
turns in December still 
other 
proposals designed to better busi- 
ness conditions. 
The lawmakers accepted a good 
number of 
President 
Hoover's 
recommendations Intended toward 
this end. but at the same time 
thev wrote into the nation's stat- 
utes 'a good many of their own. 
Added to this list of new stat- 
utes was the Home-Loan 
Bank 
measure which President Hoover 
signed 
Into law yesterday. 
It 
contained many of the features 
the chief executive recommended 
last December, but in it too, was 
the Glass currency expansion rid- 
er Congress added but to which 
he objected. 
In a statement, the President 
said he did not think that the 
rider "In such as would warrant 
refusal to approve the measure 
which means so much to hun- 
dreds of thousands of home own- 
ers, in such a contribution to 
their relief; such a contribution 
to establishment of home owner- 
ship; and such an aid to immedi- 
ate increase in employment." 
The bill makes possible estab- 
lishment of eight to twelve fed- 
eral banks 'to make, loans to 
home owners who can not get 
the money elM«rhere 
and 
to 
building and 
loan 
associations, 
savings banks, homestead associa- 
tions and 
insurance companies. 
Preliminary 
work 
toward 
the 
new system can begin when the 
President names the five men 
who are to constitute the federal 
home loan board. 
The President's 
recommenda- 
tions last December 8 and what 
Congress—Including the democrat- 
ic house—did about them line up 
like this. 
Mr. Hoover asked more money 
for federal land banks; Congress 
voted $126.000.000. 


He proposed 
increased 
taxes; 
Congress pssed a measure to raise 
$1,118,600.000 more. 


He wanted the reconstruction 
finance corporation; Congress es- 
tablished it with a $3,800,000,000 
fund. 


He asked economy; Congress 
voted to cut expenditures $150,- 
000,000 by a special bill and the 
Senate set up a committee to 
study the question during the 
summer; all appropriations were 
reduced under the budget esti- 
mates. 


He wanted to make more pa- 
per eligible for discount by feder- 
al reserve banks; the bill sponsor- 
ed by 
two 
Democrats—Senator 
Glass of Vlrgina, and Represen- 
tative Steagall of Alabama—did 
that. 
He asked rejection of the dole; 
direct gifts by the federal gov- 
ernment to Individuals were not 
approved. 
He suggested use of federal re- 
serve funds to liberate funds in 
failed banks; Congress did not 
grant that although the House 
passed a bill to guaranty de- 
posits in national banks.

IS LAW; PRESIDENT 


SIGNEDJHURSDAY 


WASHINGTON. July 22.—(4V-A 
mighty federal hand holding food 
for the hungry, work for the Job- 
less and new energy for business 
extends today into every corner of 
the land—the new relief bill Is 
law. 


It was. signed yesterday by Pres- 
ident Hoover, without comment, 
so the reconstruction finance cor- 
poration Immediately could begin 
placing Its $1,500,000,000 In new 
funds where the money would do 
the most good. 
Mr. Hoover delayed final approv- 
al of the bill several days after he 
publicly called it a "step toward 
recovery." 
One reason was to 
let .the corporation prepare for a 
flood of loan applications already 
on the way to the capital .promis- 
ing that before long money would 
begin to be spent on the things 
that the president and congress 
alike thought would be beneficial. 
The corporation was ready today 
for its new work and it was indi- 
cated the chief executive might I 
be ready soon to announce succes-. 
sors to Governor Eugene Meyer of 
the federal reserve board and Pall 
Beitor, farm loan commissioner, 
whose retirements from the cor- 
poration directorate were ordered 
by,the new law at the presiient's 
request. They said they had too 
many other things to do. 


The new law— 
Makes $300,000,000 available for 
loans to states to relieve unem- 
ployment distress; .'n-reases funds 
of the corporation from $2,000,000,- 
000 to $3,800,000,000; allocates $1,- 
600,000,000 for public construction 
and self-liquidating private loans, 
the 
financing 
of 
agriculture 
through credit corporations; allow* 
$120,000,000 for 
federal highway 
aid advances to states; permits BA- 
puiditure of $16,000,000 on national 
parks and forest roads and trails; 
makes possible the use of $180,224,- 
000 for public buildings and water- 
way Improvement when the treas- 
ury condition permits. 
Likewise, it lets the federal re- 
serve tanks, subject to approvol 
of the resenre boaru, discount elig- 
ible paper for individuals *nd cor- 
porations.

At a mass meeting where an- 
nouncement of the plans of the 
Diamond mill employes was made 
there were cries from strikers of

won't go to work, you'll 
go to Almighty God" and "Go to 
work, but don't take your lunch, 
well get out in time for it."

France up to 1909 when he quit 
Hying, succumbed at Sao Paulo 
yesterday to an illness contracted 
in France. He returned to Bra- 
zil over a year ago lo try to re- 
gain his health. 


A Dioneer in aerial navigation, 
Alberto Santos Dumont won rec- 
ognition in three continents by 
his research, 
inventiveness and 
feats in the days that immedi- 
ately preceded and followed the 
discoveries 
of 
the 
Wrights in 
America. 
For 80 years ho was the idol 
of his native .Brazil which always 
called him "pae da aviation," of 
lather of aviation, although most 
of his work was done in France. 
That country honored him witu 
membership in its Legion of Hon- 
or in 
19W and in 1913 erected 
a memorial at St. Cloud to com- 
memorate 
his accomplishments.
